The records of the Immigration .and Naturalization Service failed to 
reflect any individual record for CONSTANT J . GREAUX. The records of this 
office with regard to the SS Foundation Aranmore reflect that this vessel was 
wrecked off Greater Inaugua, Bahamas, British West Indies, during the month 
of March, 1946, and the crew survivors were brought into Key West by the U. S. 
salvage vessel Crusader# 

The crew list of the SS Foundation Aranmore maintained in the 
Immigration 'and Naturalization Service files reflect tteit CONSTANT J. GREAUX 
signed on aboard the SS Foundation Aranmore on July 5y«J-945, at St. Barthelemy, 
French West Indies. These records further reflect that this individual signed 
on as a quartermaster, a French citizen, 25 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 

145 pounds, and had a French passport No. 158 issued at Guadalupe, issue date not 
reflected. These records also reflect that the crew survivors of the SS Founda- 
tion Aranmore were admitted through the Port of Key West, Florida, on March 10, 
1946, and thereafter ordered to report to the -Miami, Florida, agent, name not 
given, who was handling the affairs of instant vessel. 
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AT MIAMI, FLORIDA 

Inquiry at the Office of Marine Inspection, U. S, Coast Guard, 

Room 502, Professional Building, reflects that the Office of the Captain of the 
Port was discontinued late in 1945, and the entire records of this office are 
now being maintained in the Central Files Section kept by the Commandant of 
Merchant Vessel Personnel, U. S, Coast Guard, 1300. E Street, Washington,. D. C. 

A further search of the records of the Marine- Inspection Office failed to reflect 
any record for CONSTANT J. .GREAUX, butt he reporting Agent was advised that this 
individual's complete file did include a photograph of him which appeared on the 
ID Card No. : 07224349 which had been issued by the Captain of the Port Office on 
September 21, 1945. 

The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service reflect no 
individual file for CONSTANT J. GREAUX; however, the file, of the SS Foundation. 
Aranmore reflected that this vessel was fined, by the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service for a violation *over- which they have jurisdiction on July 20, 1945, 
and again on August 12, ’1945, while instant, vessel was in Port. Everglades, 
Florida. In. both instances one JEAN CONSTANT GREAUX was listed as an alien 
crew member aboard this vessel. This. file also reflects that the^ agents for 
the.SS Foundation Aranmore, a vessel operating under Canadian registry, were

Mr. ED HARRIMAN, owner of the Harriman Shipping Company, Pier 2, 
examined his records with regard to the SS Foundation Aranmore but was unable 
to. .furnish -any information with regard to JEAN CONSTANT GREAUX. Mr. HARRIMAN 
informed the .reporting Agent that when this vessel was wrecked off Greater 
Inaugua, Mr, GERARD BULLEN was acting as agent for this vessel. Mr. HARRIMAN 
further advised that the Captain, of instant vessel at. the time of wrecking was 
a. Mr, C. B. ; HEWES, 1771 Purdy Avenue, Miami. Beach, Florida, 

Mr. C, B. ; HEWES, , 1771 Purdy Avenue, Miami Beach, Florida, examined his 
records and furnished the (reporting Agent the Personal History Statement form 
concerning CONSTANT J. GREAUX. This form indicates that CONSTANT. J. GREAUX. was 
bom at Flamand, St. Barthelemy, French West Indies, on June 24, 1919,; and that 
his home address was. likewise Flamand, St. Barthelemy . This form indicates that 
this individual's parents are residing in Flamand, St. Barthelemy, and that he. 
is described as follows:

This form indicates that this individual signed on aboard the SS Foundation 
Aranmore as a deckhand listing his former occupation as a painter and indicated 
•n this form that he was not Communistic. Mr; HEWES, who was the Captain of the 
SS Foundation Aranmore at the timj of its wrecking off Greater Inaugua, states 
that the written signature of CONSTANT J. GREAUX. appearing on this form was 
executed in his presence and that he. is fairly certain that all printed ink; 
entries appearing on this form were likewise prepared by CONSTANT J. GREAUX.

Mr. HEWES explained that :it was; his customary procedure to have a 
crew member sign this, form in his presence and then complete the form by 
printing in the necessary entries. Mr. HEWES advised that all penciled entries 
appearing on instant form had been, executed by him. Mr. HEWES recalls that the 
entire group’ of alien crew members which was aboard the SS. Foundation Aranmore 
was returned on April 6, 1946, to Guadalupe aboard the schooner Cachlot after 
having been cleared by the Immigration and Naturalization Service authorities 
in Miami, Florida, on the preceding day, April 5, 1946. 

Mr. GERARD BULLEN, Room 704 Chamber of Commerce Building, advised that 
a search of his records concerning the SS. Foundation. Aranmore reflected that the 
entire group of alian crew members was returned to Guadalupe on April 6,, 1946,^ 
and that his. records reflect no information of value concerning CONSTANT J. GREAUX

Haida Vale, London W. 9, which appeared in Judith Coplon's address book. 

As set forth in the referenced memorandum, a confidential foreign source 
advised* that Mar inus Borst, who uses the name of Maurice Borst, was born 
on September 6, 1914, at Amsterdam, Holland, of Dutch parents. He was 
taken by his parents to England at the age of six and became, a naturalized 
British citizen in April, 1948. He was convicted and sentenced to six 
months in May, 1940, as an alien for being in a protected area. He served 
in the Army for four months in 1944 and was discharged as physically unfit. 
After July, 1946, he was employed as a boot and shoe salesman in London, 
England, A confidential foreign source advised that there was a record 
of a Borst who had applied for membership in the British Communist Party 
in July, 1936, but ‘it was not certain that this was Maurice Borst. 


Additional information has been received from the confidential 
foreign source to the effect that Borst left England on* June 22, 1949, 
and that there was notrecord of his reregistration upon his return to 
England. The source stated that it’: was not known where he v is at the 
present time but thought that he might possibly have come to the United 
States. 


The Washington Field Office should check the records of the * 
Immigration and Naturalization Service in order to ascertain if Borst 
did enter the United States. If so, a lead should be set out to detemine 
his present whereabouts.

On this date, argument on defendant's motion Sac a new 
trial was heard in the U. S. District Court for the District of 
Columbia before Judge ALBERT REEVES, who presided in the Washing- 
ton trial of this case. In the course of the hearing, Judge REEVES 
mentioned that he was here at the request of the Court of Appeals 
to hear and rule on this motion. He indicated that his commit- 
ments were very heavy and he was interested in disposing of the 
matter as early as possible* For both reasons, he did not desire 
postponement or delay and indicated he would not consider putting 
off the taking of testimony until Fall, should such a course be- 
come necessary as a result of his rulings. 

Attorneys RAYMOND ?. WHEARXY and JOHN KELLEY represented 
the Government LEONARD B. BOUDIN of the New York Bar anCJSAX L. 
ROSENSTEIN, locals Counsel of Record, appeared on behalf of yOPLON. 
ROSENSTEIN immediately requested the court to permit his absence 
in favor of BOUDIN who would make the argument and indicated that 
he ultimately desired to withdraw as Counsel of Record. Gcnwrnment 
Counsel objected to this on the grounds of rule of court requiring 
presence of local counsel. Judge REEVES ruled that ROSENSTEIN might 
absent himself on this date, but would remain as Counsel of Record 
far the present and be available in the event his services were 
desired or became necessary. 


(1) Attorney BOUDIN began argument by stating that 
his motion was based upon newly discovered evidence which reflected 
misconduct on the part of the prosecution during the trial coupled 
with evidence of unlawful interceptions of telephone conversations 
between the defendant and others prior to, during, and subsequent 
to the trial of instant case. These telephone conversations 
included those between the defendant and her counsel which consti- 
tute a most aggravated violation. He named the following specifi- 
cally as rights infringed! (a) That the wire tapping evidence 
developed since the trial in Washington had Infringed the untram- 
meled right of an accused person to the free right of counsel under 
the Sixth Amendment to the Constitution} (b) That the evidence of 
wire tapping throughout this case had violated the defendant's 
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letter to Director 

right to a fair trial guaranteed her by the Fifth Amendment ie 
the Constitution! (c) That th^ wire tapping proven and admitted in 
this case constituted a felossous action on the part of Government 
Agents and wag a direct violation of Section 60 $ of the Federal 
Cormnunications Act* 

BOUDIN, throughout his argument contended that the in- 
vestigation of COPLON and the prosecution was the direct result of 
wire tapping and based upon information secured from this source# 
Throughout the argument, he sought greatly to show that this con- 
clusion was inevitable from the reports examined In the case and 
indicated that Judge RYAN in Mew York had reached the same con- 
clusion. BOUDIN also urged the court to grant a retrial on the 
theory that the court had been deliberately misled by the prose- 
cution through prejudicial misconduct on the part of counsel in 
withholding knowledge of wire tapping, by perjury of witnesses 
in connection with wire tapping knowledge and by subsequent 
destruction of records of wire gapping* 

In his argument, BOUDIN alleged that the wire tapping had 
occurred at three installations, including a microphone on her 
office desk, as follows i January 6, 1949 - March 19, 1949, at 
her local address, McLean Oardensj January 2*>, 1949 - March 12, 

1 949, at her office, Department of Justice and February 1, 1949 — 
May 2, 1949, and July 12, 1949 - November 10, 1949, at her New 
York home* During the time, some 46 monitors were engaged in 
the violation of law over the period covering from January to 
December 1949* 

BOUDIN particularly stressed that the surveillances 
on the three trips to New York were based upon Information scoured 
through wire taps and that the Government was informed of her 
plans in advance of each trip. He read a teletype from SAC EDWARD 
SCHSHT, New York, to the Director advising of a conversation 
between COPLON and her mother on February 27, 1949, in which she 
indicated she would visit New York on March 4, 1949, in which 
Washington Field Office was requested to surveil COPLON to New 
York as before, and New York would do the same* He pointed out 
that the information of this Visit, attributed to WILLIAM FOUSY, 
Department of Justice, was not coomunicated to the Government 
until March 3, 1949* BOUDIN, in his argument, charged the Govern- 
ment with wholesale concealment of Information relating to wire 
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tapping and made particular reference to arguments of Government 
Attorney KELLEY with ARCHIBALD PALMER, in which KELLEY characterised 
PALMER *3 efforts to ermine Agent# on the legitimate sti>jeot of 
wire tapping as "fishing expedition" andaa based on "mare specu- 
lation and belief * B 

BOUDIN contended that PALMER'S queries were proper and 
legal in any event and subsequent disclosures have proven that 
they were justified and that the G o ve rnm ent * s specific knowledge 
amounted to fraud on the court* He stressed the high duty of 
Government attorneys and their responsibility to inf ora the court 
of the illegality of any evidence jecured. He particularly refer* 
red to the testimony of Agent BREJ$N in Hew ‘Toxic as entirely incon- 
sistent with that .given before the court in Washington* He also 
mads reference to Agent SCOTT MULSH as liaison between FBI 
end Department of Justice attorneys and alleged that he had evaded 
answering truthfully* 

BOUDIN declared that thewire tap which permeated this 
ease throughout was cumulative in effect and even entered into 
the Government * a argument to the Jury when MR* WHEAHITcontended 
to the Jury that the insistent belief of COPLON of the aodstence 
of wire tapping was a “consciousness of guilt*" BOUDIN then 
made ref erence to th* case of SACCO VAN2BTTI where the doctrine 
of consciousness of guilt appeared* 

BOUDIN also read to the court a memorandum from Ihspeo- 
tor HOWARD B. FLE TCHER, to MR* D. W* LADD, dated November 7a 
19h9*l |in which ref erence was made to information 

regarding COPLON received since her trial* In this memorandum 
It was reoonmended that the records be destroyed and, thereafter, 
this sMnorandin be destroyed* He also consented on th* destruction 
of disks end written records following the District trial* 

With further reference to guilty knowledge of wire 
tapping on the part of Government counsel, BOUDIN contended that 
a reading of the reports whidh WHSARTT, at least, had admitted 
precluded denial that they were aware of wire tapping as it was 
obvious to anyone reading the repcrts| however, he contended that 
it made no difference and' that the Government could not be re- 
lieved because of the lack of knowledge of the Government counsel* 
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He also, in this connection, stated it was inconceivable that 
/Cent MILLlSR did not know about the wire tapping and that duty 
required that he not remain silent in the face of the arguments 
and objections on the subject before the court during the trial* 
During this portion of his argument, BOUDIN listed nine /gent a 
having knowledge of wire tapping, according to development* 
brought out in New fork retrial hearing* 

(2) BOUDIN argued as his second point that the data 
slips found in the possession of COPLON upon her arrest should 
not have been admissible as evidenoe against her. He stated that 
"Our analysis shows that the reports themselves were based on wire 
tapping" ard argued that this /act vitlAted then as adeissibl* 
evidence. He contended that this is a question of admissibility 
of evidence and that Section 6C6 of the Communications Act makes 
them incompetent as evidence. He admitted that the case, 0* S. 
ws. GOLDSTEIN, makes sane inroads Into the decision in the Nardone 
ease, but still contends that the Communications Act made this 
evidence inadmissible. 

( 3 ) BOUDIN argued as his third point the question of 
the legality of defendant’s arrest, contending that the asset 
without warrant failed to cosily with the terns of the statute 
authorising such arrest in that there was no liklihood of escape. 
BOUDIN again referred to the Illegal wire tapping in this connec- 
tion, pointing out that through this source and other investi- 
gative efforts, the Government was aware of all of the habits, 
movements and plans of COPLON which made esoape by her meet im- 
probable and that a warrant should have been obtained. 

(k) BOUDIN made argument on the question of lawful- 
ness of possession of official papers by the defendant, pointing 
out that the original New fork indictment alleged that on March 1*, 
19L?, she was legally in possession of certain documents, records, 
etc., and, thereafter, unlawfully disposed of them, whereas copies 
of the indictment furnished to various interested parties d escr ibed 
her as in illegal possession. Hiring the argument. Judge BEEVES 
recalled that neither wording was involved In the indictment in 
Washington, and that the arguaent did not appear relevant# MR* 
WHEABTX later advised this A;enb that the argument appeared to 
have no merit whatever and stated as he recalled, whim copies 
of the original indictment were typed up for distribution, an 
error had been made and the wording unlawfully in possession of 
the papers was set forth. 
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In concluding, BOUDIN declared that this oast illustrates 
the interrelated evils which follow an illegal act on the part of 
Government officials* He repeated the four points of Ms -argument 
and declared that if all the facts were - available, the Court- of 
Appeals would bays reversed the case. He urged a poet-trial , 
hearing in the event that favorable decision by the court is 
not granted on his motion* Hs stated that he would desire to 
take testimony and question sene of the witnesses with the idea 
of bringing out some matters nob heretofore covered* 

Attorney JOHN KELLEY argued for the Government* He 
advised the court that he had submitted a lengthy memorandum set- 
ting forth, as the court knows, that this case was not based on 
wire tapping* lie stated that Attorney BOUDIN had made a great 
number of broad general allegations of wire tapping, but -has not . 
specif ically pointed to any single bit of oonvicting testimony which 
was vitiated by wire tapping and that there was oiGy a single 
auch instance susceptible of such interpretation* He mentioned 
that in connection with CQPLON’S trips to Hew lark, the FBI 
had advance knowledge of her intentions to visit New York, but 
that in each instance the same information was furnished by her 
superior, WILLIAM ; FOLEY, whoa she contacted in each instance for 
permission to leave her employment early. He mentioned that -Judge 
UTAH in Hew York had held that this evidence was legal and acfciis- 
sible apart from the wire tapping aspects* 

Attorney KELLEY argued that BOUDIN had misled ; the court 
in argument that the original source of this investigation was wire 
tapping. He stated that this was not shown by any evidenoe but was 
an assumption of counsel and one that had built up. He stated 
that Judge RYANhad not concluded that tMs was true, but far 
argument ary purposes* had assumed it to be true and then ruled that 
it matie no difference and that if it were true it did not create 
any iwnunity for the defendant* 

KELLEY also stated that Judge RYAN had held that COPLON 
cannot be protected but argued that information in the data slips 
fhich she was charged with unlawfully disposing of, contained 
information secured through wire tapping* KELLEY contended that 
the primary question in a motion of this kind is whether substantial 
jusiiod has been done and declared that two courts and two jury# 
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had found COPLON’ guilty. He quoted liberally front a statement 
by Judge HXAN as to the nature of the guilt and crime of COPLON, 

Judge REEVES indicated that he was staying at the Jef- 
ferson Hotel. At the conclusion of arguments, he suggested that 
Attorney BOUDIN review the Govemaent’e memorandum and if he had 
any further arguments to make in writing to nail them to the court 
by special delivery by Saturday. Judge BK3VR3 will be ready to 
make his decision on Monday morning and in the event he should 
rule that further testimony is needed, taking of testimony will 
begin on Tuesday morning.

On the afternoon of 11/4/50, Mr. Carl Hennrich, Bureau, 
called and referred to news item in the Herald Tribune about the 
defense attorney's argument concerning the destruction of record- 
ings . He said the :Bureau Intended writing a letter to the Attorney 
General pointing out that the defense attorney misrepresented the / 
facts if the newspaper article is correct in that he did not advise 
the court that these records pertained to periods after JUDITH COP-

Mr. Hennrich inquired "whether or not we had an agent in 
court during the argument before the Court of Appeals and 1 told 
him SA John M. O' Mara had been present in Court.

On December 7> 1950, at 5 p.m.,, 1 called Mr. A. H. 
Belmont of the Bureau, and advised him that T had talked with 
Judge Learned Hand that afternoon in connection with an LGE 
case involving a law clerk; who formerly worked for Judge Hand., 

1 advised Mr. Belmont that after discussing the LGE 
case. Judge Hand asked me if I had seen his opinion in the 
COFLON case. 1 said I had and he said, "Well, don't comment 
;on it because I want to be in the position of not having 
discussed the case, 1 might be asked one or tWo questions 
about it, but 1 wonder if you noticed how I took care of you 
boys . " I asked the Judge what he meant, and he said, "Well, 
if you noticed, 1 put it right on Tom Clark, On the wire 
tapping, and not on you fellows," 1 advised Mr. Belmont that 
I got the Impression that Judge Hand meant by, "I might be 
asked one or two questions,., that there might be some future 
proceedings or something that -would, come up where he wouldn't 
want to be in a position of having actually discussed the 
merits of the case with someone like myself. 


Judge Hand went on to say that he personally did not 
see any particular reason why a wire should not be tapped. 

* He said that if he rushed over and picked up a telephone, 
that's one thing, "and I think that's different from such 
things as ransacking a man's house." X advised .Mr. Belmont 
that the general idea was that Judge Hand was interpreting 
what the law was in his opinion, but he didn't see why the 
law had to be that way and personally he did not see any 
' particular reason why anything was wrong with tapping a 
telephone . 



•I also advised Mr. Belmont that Judge Hand then went 
on to praise the FBI and the record of* the FBI employees, 
stating, "I think it is the greatest secret police Ih the 
world." I said to the Judge that we are not a .secret police, 
and he said, "I don’t mean that in an Invidious sense like 
the Gestapo, but It is the greatest agency of Its type." 

The Judge plainly meant his statement to be complimentary 
for the type of work the FBI does. 

I further advised Mr. Belmont that while *1 was in 
Judge Hand's office, he read me three communications which 
he received, Two were postcards criticizing him for his 
ruling and very strongly denouncing him. The other was 
censuring him for saying COPLON was guilty. There were 
no physical threats In any of the cards, and the Judge 
advised he did not want any action taken and he did not 
Indicate any desire to turn them over to me .

Agent. .He listed his birth date as June 19, 1903, at Elizabeth, New 
Jersey. His mother and father were listed as born in Russia. He 
•listed himself as married. He had graduated from St. John's College 
of Law with an LLB Degree and was -admitted to the Hew York Bar in 1933* 
On 'December 15, 1941, he wrote to the Bureau regarding his previous 
application, giving as an address Counselor at Law, 386 - -4th Avenue, 
New York City. 


In connection with the Investigation entitled "Herbert M. 

Karp; Israel Furdaus, was.; Security ;Mat ter - R" information was 
developed that Herbert Karp and one Schuyler Ross had opened an 
account at the Lake Shore National Bank in Chicago on April 1 6 , 1947, 
depositing a check for $25,000 payable to the Gentry Manufacturing 
Company, Chicago, Illinois; this check was later returirfmarked 
"Insufficient Funds." Information was developed that Karp was an 
associate of one Shepherd Green of ‘the Gentry Manufacturing Company, 

11 East 44th Street, New York City. Our investigation of Karp was 
based on an < allegation connecting him with Soviet Minister Molotov. 

It appeared through investigation that Herbert ,M. Karp was not identical 


with Sam Karp, who is a relative of Molotov.

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Mr, BORST said that in 1948 he was living at 73 Warrington Cres- 
cent, London, England and was employed as a shoe salesman by Delman’s, 
located on Bond Street in London. When he received his summer vacation in 
May, 1948, BORST said he decided to take a bus tour to Southern France and 
parts of Switzerland and Italy. He went to a tourist agency called Bine 
Car Tours, located on Regent Street in. London, where he made arrangements 
for a bus tour of the aforementioned countries, which would last about two 
weeks. The other persons who signed up for the tour went by boat to 
France and thence to Paris where they all met at the Hotel Lutetia, from 
where the tour would start* 

Mr. BORST said there were approximately 25 or 26 people on the 
tour and they all traveled by one bus. On the first day of the trip after 
leaving Paris, the tour stopped for lunch at Fontainebleu. At that time 
the Courier, which was the title given to the man who handled the tour, 
introduced BCRST to JUDITH COPLON. He told BORST that COPLON and he were 
the only single people on the tour who were traveling alone and suggested 
that they share a table for lunch. Thereafter, Mr. BORST said he and 
90PION sat together on the bus during the tour. 

This trip lasted approximately 15 or 16 days, during which time 
they visited Dijon, France and from there proceeded to Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, Milan, Italy, Strase, Italy, and then returned to Paris via Nice, 
Monte Carlo and Vichy. 

Mr«. BORST said .he was COPLON*. S constant traveling companion 
throughout, the tour and was with her. every evening with the exception of 
the night which the tour spent :at .Lausanne, Switzerland. At that time Mr. 
BORST said COPLON had a date with' a man, .not a member of the tour, with 
idiom she spent the evening. Mr. BORST said that he did not believe’this 
man was an American, but that COPLON had evidently known him previews to 
the tour. He said this man met COPLON in the lobby of the Victoria. Hotel 
where the members of the tour were staying* He said this man appeared to 
be in his early thirties and had a fair complexion. Ho was unable to 
describe him further.. BORST said that Miss COPLON did not tell him who 
this man was, nor mention him later in any way.. 

Mr. BORST said that at the conclusion of the tour when they 
returned to Paris he was almost out of money due to the fact that he was 
unable to take very much money out of England -and when he mentioned this 
to Miss COPLON she loaned him two pounds. He said she told him. that al- 
though she. planned to remain in Paris for some little time, she was going 
to return, to the United States through England’ and "would -contact him in 
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London, at which time he could repay her the *two pounds*, Mr., BORST said he 
gave COPLON his address in London and fully expected to see her. shortly.' 

Mr* BORST said he then returned to London and within a few days 
received a letter from COPIX)N saying she had decided not to come to England ^ 
hut instead to take a trip to Rome. She told him in this letter that she 
had never been to Rome and ‘thought she should see that City before return- 
ing to the United States. BORST said he has not seen COPLON since he left 
her in Paris and has not corresponded with her, nor has he received any 
further communications from her with the exception of the letter she wrote 
him saying she was unable to come to London. 

Mr, BORST recalled that during the tour, COPLON told him at ono 
time she was a typist with the United States Department of State and further- 
more that, she had not had a vacation for the proceeding five years., He 
said that at no time during the trip did she ever mention politics, 

Mr. BURST said he read in the London, newspapers of COPLON 1 S 
subsequent arrest on espionage charges and when he came to the United States 
he decided he had better not attempt to contact her to repay her the two 
pounds.

BAARSLAG advised Agents that he had Advised his 
friend, WILLIAM HOLEY, of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section, of the foregoing and had been told by FOLEY that JUDITH 
COPLON had not been replaced and that her job remained unfilled, 
BAARSLAG added that he communicated with JOSEPH KEELEY as to 
■ the comnents of Mr. FOLEY, and received a reply from KEELEY to 
the effect that upon closer questioning of his daughter, "the 
allegation became very vague and receded into the distance".

Thereafter JBAARSLAG stated he called POLES’ and told him 
that there was nothing to the information originally

Mr* JOSEPH KEELET, Editor of the American Legion 
Magazine, was contacted and interviewed by the reporting Agent, 
on April 22, 1952* He reiternated the Information as reported 
by Mr; BAARSLAG, principally to the effect that he was quite 
certain that there was no substande to the original allegations 
•reported and that he exceedingly .regretted the time used by 
the FBI in checking this out. 

By Bureau teletype to Baltimore, dated February 15, 
1952, the Bureau advised that they were in receipt of a 
typewritten letter signed "Cicada", postmarked "Annapolis, 
Maryland, 8:00 a.m., 2/9/52", as follows:

This message had the following paragraph:

I called 
there today but there was no one in and was Informed that, 
no one had been there for the past several days." 

The Bureau advised in this teletype that JBureau files 
produced no information relative to "Cicada". 
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By letter dated March 14, 1952, the Baltimore 
Office adviced that its indices contained no identifiable 
information concerning "Cicada" * Inquiry at the Post Office 
Building, Annapolis, Maryland, revealed that a Mrs* WILLIAM 
TELL CLAUDE, Annapolis, Maryland, had Inquired for the FBI 
Resident Agent there during the week of February 10, 1952* 

Mrs. CLAUDE was known to the Baltimore Office as a 
frequent complainant, presenting varied allegations relative 
to members of heir family, private papers stolen by members of 
her family, atomic secrets furnished President ROOSEVELT, and 
a contact by the Secret Service, who had complimented her on 
her secret war work. 

In view of the foregoing, no additional investigation 
was conducted in this matter.

On 3/1/53 SA T. Scott Millar, NYO, contacted Mr. William Michaelfelder, 
a reporter for the New York "World-Telegram & Sun," at the request of Frederick 
Woltman, the Cnwnrt at specialist for the instant newspaper. 

Mr. HLchaolfelder advised that by letter dated Deceober 29, 1952, one 
Lealla Kahn, a press agent, told Michaelfelder that he would like to see him. 
Mleheelftlder stated that Kuhn claimed to have offices at 103 Park Avenue, 
few Dark City, nadir tin nans of International Press Association, Murray Hill 
3*9?8F* Mishaelfelder stated that actually, nail addressed as such went to 
a rail receiving aervioe and waa held there for Kuhn and that the telephone 
ntaber was a telephone answering service. Michaelfelder said that the few 
tiaea hs wanted to get in touch vita Kuhn he waited quite some tine before 
the —wring service could get in touch with Ku 4m. 

Continuing, Michaelfelder stated that several days late r Ku hn showed 
ap at the 'World-Telegram & Sun" offices with one JOSEPH M. KAUFER, the latter 
el ai sing to ham in his possession a diary of VALENTIN GUBITCHEV. KAUFER told 
Miflhaslfelder that he resided at 817 Riverside Drive, was a nan of sows means 
: tad' had tatan up ' wri ting . Michaelfelder stated KAUFER at that tine presented 
Mtahselfaider vita an autographed book entitled, "Come Back With the wind," 
lgr JOSEPH M. KAUFER. Michaelfelder stated KAUFER also had with him an 85-page 
nanueaript vhilik the latter claimed to be a translation of a several-hundred 
page diary written in Russian which had been written by VALENTIN GUBIT CHEV 
nd Iddflli had beta found in the basement of the house where GUBITCHEV lived. 

KAUFER explained to Michaelfelder that he had substituted fictitious 
names fir those of GUBITCHEV and COPLOH. KAUFER said he intended to publish 
this ssnuecript into a book and would entitle it "The Woman Always Fays". 

Mlchselfilder asked KAUFER if to would bring the original diary to the 
office whereu po n KAUFER became very excited and stated to could not let the 
di ary out of MS possession but would agr ee t o allow Michaelfelder to go to 
KJtalSR'S house and examine the diary. KAUFER tana indicated he was a little 
eeneerasd about haring told Michaelfelder about the existence of the diary. 

Micha elfe lder said that later in the day he received a telephone call 
from Mrs. KAUFER she wee rather hysterical and told him she was very worried 
about tar hnabaad having told Michaelfelder the basis for KAUFER 'S new book 
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for fear of reprisals by the Russians and Commists. KACFER had also 
boon con c ern ed about this whan he was at the newspaper of Hoe. 

Mlchaelf elder stated the newspaper had checked KAUFER’S background 
to a Halted extent and they had found he was a nan of substantial swans, 
owned several pieces of property, formerly operated a moving van comany 
and held a tJ.8. patent on sectional furniture. 

_ Michaelf elder stated it was quite obvious to him the main purpose 
of KAWKR*8 visit to the "World-Tele grain & am" office was to try to get 
that paper to “plug” the recently published book of KACFKR and the woe 
he was going to publish, "The woman Always Pays". 

Klchaelfelder stated he had read the book, "Came Back With the 
Wind* end lie stated it was very childishly written and found that the 
manuscript of "The Woman Always Pays” was more so. 

Kichae If elder agreed to furnish this office temporarily with 
the manuscript and the published book and requested that agents not 
approach KACFER directly because KACFER insisted that his visit to 
Klehaelfelder be held in strictest confidence. 

Michaelfelder said 1 m would be glad, however, to allow a Russian 
speaking agent to acconpany him to KAOFER'S residence posing as another 
reporter for the purpose of examining the diary. 


The biographical sketch on the back cover of the book, "Came Back 
With the Wind" indicated KAUF2R was bora in Hungary on April 2, 1383. 

Be want to TUgoslavia in 1908 whore he worked as a railroad conductor 
until 1918. During this period he became acquainted with the exploits 
of Amer i c an aviators in World War I which he said suggested the chief 
characters in the instant book. In 1921 he immigrated to America and 
established a furniture moving business. Difficulty in handling heavy 
ovur stuffed furniture gave him the idea of dividing larger pieces and 
thereby b e cam e the inventor of sectional furniture. He was granted a 
patent on July 20, 1937. 


In 1932 KACFER organised an irrport business and because of his 
of apices served as special food adviser for the "Hew York Times," 
•JfewTork Herald Tribune" and the "World Teleg ram". It was stated the 
book was originally written in Hungarian and KACFER was assisted in the 
translation by Dr* Charles Foelcfcr. 
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The last ptei^rpah on the biographical sketch stated* 

"Hr. XaufWr Has also couple ted a second novel, ’The Woman 

.Always Pays* which is based on the experience* of Valentin

The synopsis of the book indicates it is a romantic novel about 
an American fighter pilot who crashed in- Croatia in 1918. The pilot -was 
Thomas Harwells, In a footnote of ’Use book there was a certification 
by Thomas and Shirley Harwells giving HAWfii pa mission to wits and 
publish their biographies. KAUFER claimed to have boon well acquainted 
with them during the period of this book. The book was published by 
Vantage Press, Inc., 120 West 31st Street, Hew fork City, copyrighted 

i$52 v aosspH h. uvrm. 

The manuscript of •'The Woman Always Ttye* was read by SA T. Sooit 
Hiller and it was noted the first two pages deal with the allege d man ner 
in which RAWER happened upon tbs diary of VASSXLXJ GRtJBICH (VALSHTUf 
GUBITCHKV) • It will be noted that only the last three pages deal with 
GRUBICH’S alleged activity in the H.S., and it will be noted that the 
manor in which OUBITCHEV recruited OOPLOH is ind s e d highly imaginative 
as well as inaccurate* It seems GKUBICH had a power to hypnotise people 
which he utilised throughout his life and which power ho used to recruit 
the woman referred to as JULIA HORTON.

A copy of the manuscript is being enclosed for the Bureau’s 
information. 

Micbaelf elder was contacted on January 7 , 1953 at which tins 
the manuscript and the book were returned to him. He was requested to 
contact KAUFER and make arrangements for inspection of the diary. 
Hlehaslfoldcr subsequently contacted SA Miller and stated that when he 
called KAUrat tbs latter was very nervous and stated he had already . 
sold the manuscript to Hesrst King Features Syndicate for 15,000.00 
and that he was sending someone to the "World-Telegram A Sun" office 
to pick up the manuscript of "The Woman Always Pays". 

In view of the highly imaginative contents of the manuscript 
as well as the apparent inaccuracies therein it is not deemed advisable 
that any further inquiry be made in this matter.

"—JUDITH COPLOM, former FBI worker — ." X advised Mr. MURRAY that 
JUDITH COPLON was never in the employ of the FBI but was instead in 
the employ of the TJ. S* Department of Justice. Mr. MURRAY stated he 
very much regretted the inaccuracy and without my saying anything 
about a retraction, stated he would see to it that a correction was 
printed. He stated he was very pleased that I had called him on the 
matter and stated that actually, the editorial in question had been 
taken from a "canned" editorial but that he didn' t know whether the

Re Bureau telephone call of September 22, 1954, authorized 
the New York Office to contact the USA’s office, SDNY, to advise that 
office that we could continue a limited investigation to locate a 
current bank account for ARCHIBALD PALMER. 

On September 21, 1954, SA FRANCIS W. ZANGLE and the 
writer contacted AUSA GEORGE W. VETTER, Jr. to determine what steps 
he has taken to collect the $200, fine levied against PALMER during 
the trial of the subject. VETTER advised he desired that the FBI 
conduct a limited investigation to locate an account of PALMER so 
that the United States Government can attach such an account. He 
advised that PALMER has previously been questioned by the USA's office 
concerning payment of this fine. 

PALMER, according to VETTER, contends that Trial Judge 
REEVES had revoked the fine, and he does not have to pay such a fine. 
VETTER mentioned that PALMER, during his conversations with the USA, 
stated that If he is brought to the United States Court House to be 
examined in supplemental proceedings In connection with this fine, 
he will notify the newspapermen of the Government's action. VETTER 
said he desires to collect PALMER'S fine; however, he wishes to avoid 
any publicity which it appears PALMER desires to obtain In connection 
with this matter. 

VETTER said he has contacted the FBI and requests that 
the bank account be located . When such an account Is located, he will 
attach the account and the necessity for new supplemental proceedings 
will be avoided. 

During the conversation with VETTER, It was determined 
that PALMER Is presently acting as an attorney in a current criminal 
trial at the United States Court House, Foley Square. VETTER said 
that any Inquiry concerning PALMER'S account be held in abeyance until 
the current trial in which PALMER is acting has closed. The USA 
expects the trial will last at least one more week. VETTER will 
notify this office when this trial has closed.

years. There t;as no -registration r ecord for JUDITH SOCOLOV 
or ERNEST SOCOLOV. 

T-8, of known reliability, advised that from 
the time of its inception in 1936, there existed within 
the American Labor Party a. struggle for power among three 
groups.; These were the Communist Party, the Socialist 
Party, and ^ the Social Democrats. By the earl-y 19ij.0's 
the Communist Party emerged as the controlling force within 
the American Labor Party in the major industrial areas in 
New York State.. Generally these wore the areas around 
Albany, Buffalo, Jamestoxm, Rochester, Schenectady, Syracuse, 
^Troy, the Hudson River Valley,. Columbia,. Dutches s, 

Nassau and Nostchestcr Counties, and New York City with the 
exception of Brooklyn. In 1942 the Communist Party was able 
: to capturo the American Labor Party in Brooklyn, T-8 knew 
this situation to continue up until at least 1949. The 
American Labor Party never developed into an organ ization of 
any real significance in tho non-industrial areas of Now 
York State.. 


.T-9, of known reliability, in July 195b. 
advised that the Communist Party today as in tho past, 
through its members in key positions in the American Labor 
Party, constitutes the force that controls it. 

The records of the Credit Bureau of Greater New 
York, as chocked by Bd RICHARD F.- O'HARA on October 11,

On March 20, 1950 GUBITCHEV was rosontcncod to fifteen 
years, but put on probation providing GUBITCHEV loavos 
country and never returns, GUBITCHEV departed tho United 
States on SS BATOEY on March 20, 1950.

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The actual group total of the initial members was 
approximately 10 to 12 and during the informants membership period, 
from 1938 to .1942, it never exceeded 50'raembers* Those 
members paid fifty cents a month duos. 

The informant advised that during the early years 
of the OYC, ho was a member and believed^hat a small Communist 
group or Communist sympathizers within the organization con- 
trolled its oolicies and directed its activities and elections. 

This group included TOM. LING OY, HERBERT CHAN, ALBERT WONG, 

JAMES S , H. LEE, and SING YEE, The informant believed that 
SING YEE is presently in Now York City" and residing near First 
Avenue on; 12th or 13th Street. J 

Informant stated that although. YEUNG '(FNU) of the 
"Salvation Times", was one of the founders of the x CYC,, ho was 
not a member due to his advanced age. However, YEyNG was a 
CP, USA member and aided in directing' CYC activities. 

In regard to the early activities of the CYC,. the 
informant' pointed out that in 1938 the, first World. Youth 
Congress was held in*Geneva and in 193^ the second Was held at 
Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, New' York. Prior to this; second 
congress, a convention of youths, which could be called a 
pre-congress convention, was held at Randall *s Island, Stadium 
and. approximately nine Chinese youths attended, representing 
China, ALBERT WONG attended this function as a representative 
of the CYC although not taking an active part, ALBERT WONG also 
attended the Vassar College meeting With LOH-TSE, a Chinese 
girl from Europe, and FRANK NIPP as the San Francisco youth 
representative. ALBERT W0NG«s official function at this 
meeting was" as a representative of the youth \of north west 
China and ho was also accompanied by SU KAI-MING and LAO’ WONG 
of the "Salvation Times". There Was no actual representation 
from the CYC of Now York City. The agenda was so huge that the 
informant, who ‘also attended, could not recall it or any of 
the activities that took; place or the functions of any of the 
individuals mentioned above, 

Tho informant stated that during tho years 193$ to 
194l>, the war between china and Japan raged and the CYC members, 
collected funds to aid the besieged Chinese on tho mainland. 
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Tho informant further advised that during his period 
of membership in tho CYC, ho knew of no control, either direct 
or indirect, of tho GYC by tho ’’China Daily News” ‘ ( CDN ) , CP, US/., 
or tho Chinese Hand Laundry Alliance (CHLA), The informant 
knew of no_ control or influence exorcised on tho CYC by any 
foreign principal and although he had heard of attempts to 
have other Chinese youth groups in American cities act in 
concert with the activities of the CYC of New York, he never 
knew this action to actually materialize. 

The informant knew of no actual influence oxortod 
by CHU Tong on tho CYC but bolievod it Was likely that ho 
influenced tho CYC in the same Way as YEUNG of tho ’’Salvation 
Times" had oarlier. 

The informant also advised that during tho lato 1930’s 
numerous Chinese youths usod to moot at tho international 
Center, YWCA, on East 17 th Stroot in Now York City. ALBERT 
WONG of the CYC attondod numerous functions held there and 
served as CYC representative at the center, Tho informant 
recalled that LOUISE CHEN, whoso whereabouts aro presently 
unknown, GLADYS, last name unknown, a Barnard College student, 
and LOUISE CHEN’s brothor, whoso name tho informant did not 
recall, always attended .functions hold there. The main 
activities pertaining to Chino'so youth was how they could 
best help China, 

The informant also advised that during 1938 and 1939, 
a Chinese Workers Center Was located at 9th Street and Second 
Avenue in Manhattan and. later moved to an unknown address on 
Canal Street, Tho informant recalled that ALBERT WONG, JAMES 

LEE, and CHUNG MON LEE Wore members and several Communists, 
whoso names he could not recall, wore also members , Tho 
informant stated that tho activities of the organization wore 
such that it would bo called a communist front organization 
today. The organization Was founded for "progressive people" ,« 

Tho informant knew of no connection between the CYC and this 
organization although, both j;MES S. H. IEE and ALBERT WONG 
belonged, to it, 

Tho informant stated that ho did not know WONG 
KIM PONG, YUEN CUBE. MIN, YEE WEI CHAT, YEE HONG YUO, YEE 
HON SHBN, and .PAUL PON to bo members of tho CYC while ho was 
a member,-

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, I I was contacted by SAs ROLAND G. KEARNS 

and ROBERT S. BUG3EE on July Ilf., 1955 and made available the 
following information: 

According to tho informant, CHI Ch'ao-tung, also 
known as IIANSU CHIN,. Was an individual with whom ho bocamo * 
acquainted in tho middle 1930's when CHAN Worked on tho 
editorial staff of the "Vanguard", which was then being pub- 
lished in; New York City* According to tho informant, this 
person was, at that time, studying economics at a college or 
university located in New York City, On at loast one occasion, 
CHAN gave a speech at Madison Square Garden for tho Amerioan 
■Prionds of Chinese People, 168 West 23rd Street, New York City* 
According to this informant, CHAN was a Communist although tho 
specific unit of tho CP, USA, to which. CHAN belonged was not 
known to tho informant* CHAN would, on occasion, 'bo callod 
upon to make "reports" before tho National Committee of tho C?, 
USA, however, the informant statod ho did not personally attend 
these meetings and has no detailed information regarding this 
activity on tho part of CHAN, The informant stated that ho 
believes CHAN to have left the United States and to have 
.returned to tho China mainland sometime between 194-2 and 194-6* 
Informant recalled that CHAN was married to a Caucasian and 
that he hold a Doctor’s Degree (probably in the field of 
Economics or Philosophy), Ho statod that CHAN is currently a 
vice-president of tho Bank of China in China, Informant 
recalled CHAN as a close associate of PHILLIP JAPFE in 
connection with their mutual connection with the American Friends 
of tho Chinese People, and that CHAN Was tho oditor of that 
organization's publication, " China Day", 

According to the informant, one LOUIE SPECTCR was 
very activo as a recruiter for the CP, USA, in tho 14-th Streot 
area of New York: City during tho middle or late 1930's* 

According to the informant, LOUIE SPECTOR was formerly married 
to KATHRIN SPECTOR RENFIELD and is currently married to 
ANNE SPECTOR, and that ‘they both reside on Staton Island* 
According to the informant, KATHRIN SPECTOR RENFIELD is the 
rnothor of GLADYS RENFIELD DAVIDOW, a former Wife (GLADYS) of 
MICHAEL DAVIDOW* Informant advised that he knows all of these 
Individuals and LOUIE SPECTCR 's oldorly mother (name not known) 
to be very sympathetic to tho Communist movement. He further 
statod that ho knows KATHRIN RENFIEID , MICHAEL DAVIDOW, LOUIE 
SPECTOR, and A.NNE SPECTOR to have boon activo members of various 
Units of tho CP, USA, 
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Informant advised that on July 6, 1955 (Wednesday), 
LOUIE SPEC TOR, ANNE SPECTCR, and LOUIE SPECTOR *s elderly 
mothor appeared at Wong*s Restaurant, Amityvillo, Long Island, 
for supper* According to tho informant, ho was asked by these 
individuals to join them at their table and tho following 
items wore discussed: 

LOUIE SPECTOR is 1 presently employed by his brothor, 
MARTY SPECTCR, who operates a rofrigoration business on Staten 
Island* LOUIE SPECTOR is a collector for his brothor and is 
usually very busy during the early and middle part of each, 
month* The last week of each month, however, ho has a good 
deal of free time to himself * -According to the informant, LOUIE 
and the others talked in such a manner as to load tho informant 
to believe that they considered him to bo personally a member 
of tho CP, USA, and as a part of the Communist movement in the 
Now York area* LOUIE SPECTOR stated that recently ROBERT 
CAMPBELL, an important Nogro organizer for the CP, USA in Harlem 
years ago and who more recently has boon in tho Cleveland area 
whore ho is believed to have recently been arrested, in 
connection with tho Cleveland Smith Act trials, visited LOUIE 
and his wife at their Staton Island homo. The SPECTORs also 
stated that they have a largo humbor of visitors at their 
residence and recently they wore visited by a "progressive” 
young lady from Pittsburgh whoso brothor is currently' a member 
of tho "Central Committee" of tho CP, USA. 

Tho PSI advised that he was invited to tho home of 
tho SPECTORs in the very near future and was given a card by 
ANNE SPECTOR which contained the following information as to 
the SPECTORs* Staten Island residence:; "ANNE SPECTOR; 

Superfluous Hair Permanently Removed by Electrolysis; 32 Titus 
Avenue, Now Drop 6, Staten Island; Telephone number Elgin-10397 
(card originally showed telephone as Donogan Hills 5-4-338J)*” 

. Pi’ora tho foregoing conversation, the informant stated 

that he belie Vos the SPECTORs are currently engaged in tte> 
Communist movement on Staten Island and that possibly they are 
using their residence for the benefit of individuals in. the 
New York area movement and apparently from other sections of 
the country, 

ANNE SPECTOR also taikod at length about the tactics 
of tho FBI, She stated that the FBI would ask for information 
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on a "cooperative’ 1 basis and then would never lot tho person 
giving tho information alone. She also told tho informant 
that no ono should talk to FBI Agents and stated that sho had 
a friend (not further identified) who once talked to JUDY 
COPLON’s husband and, according to this friond, COPLON‘s 
husband, who is a lawyer, advised tho friend that no ono had 
fc0 * ho F31 and n ' t* 10 FBI persisted that thoy could 
call the police for protection. ANNE SPEC TOR also told tho 
informant that rules regarding how thoy should act when 
approachod by gents of the FBI are being made available to 
the various 'morabors of tho movement" to protect them* 

, ,, .. Should any of the foregoing information pertaining 

to the informant is contact with mo SPBCTORs, the DAVIDOWs, 
and in gonoral tho information regarding tho SPBCTORs » 
activity on Staton Island and their visit to Amityvillo, 

Long Island, bo utilised extreme caution should bo used to 
suitably paraphrase this information and to report it in such 
a manner as to completely protect this informant in view of 
tho limited number of individuals acquainted with this informa- 
tion. It is further pointed out that no mention should bo 
made of this memorandum pertaining to Chinese activity as 
mention of this information Would also tend to idontify this 
informant. 


It is further suggested that should active investiga- 
tion^ regarding tho SPBCTORs or the other individuals named 
heroin result frem the information sot forth in this memorandum 
that at tho present time any inquiries in connection with 
the investigation of those individuals should bo rostrictod 
to established sources of known reliability. It is notod that 
the activities of the informant are being directed at tho present 
time towards further infiltration into the Staton Island 
movement and it is felt tha t activo investigation on Staten 
Island in connection with this matter at tho present timo would 
jeopardize tho informant, 

When contacted on July lU> 1955>> this informant 
was quostionod regarding DOREEN TUNG, nee MAO, and he advised 
that ho is acquainted with a woman tho resides on Long Island 
whom he mot approximately five or more years ago at an 
unrocallod social function. The informant described this 
person as being approximately 5 1 ij." or 5* 5" tall, heavy sot, 
and as woaring glasses. -Informant statod that his acquaintance 
with this individual is limitod to tho ono social function and 
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NY 105-1329.

Reference is made to my memorandum to you dated December 31 » 1948, inst- 
ructing you to institute a vigorous investigation of this woman in an effort to 
determine if she is still engaged in activities as a Soviet Espionage Agent* The 
following additional information is being submitted to you which should be the 
subject of immediate and exhaustive investigative attention. The person who re- t 
cruited Sima, (Judith Coplon), was one Zora^code name), who, in December 1944, was 
apparently working for the Government and was considering transferring to the State 
Department, OSS or some other analogous agency. It" was stated that the agency where 
Zora was employed would cease its independent operation in one half year. Another 
message mentions her mother and stepfather who were listed as having been active in 
the progressive movement, apparently meaning the Communist movement. An immediate 
attempt should b.e made through appropriate sources to determine what agency or agencies 
intended to cease independent operations 6 months after December, 1944. In the 
investigation of Judith Coplon' s women associates, consideration should be given to 
determining what Government agencies they have been employed by and whether any has 
a stepfather, which you realize is the only identifying information we have concerning 
Zora. You will also note, however, that Judith Coplon was living in New York City 
prior to her transfer to Washington, D. C. Therefore, it might be assumed that Zora 0 
was' also working for a Government agency in New York City although this is not con- 
clusive.

In December, 1944, the MGB was also considering drawing into the work, Marion 
Davis, or Davies, who was thereafter to be known by the .code name of Lou. On January 15, 
1945, there is mention of "signing up Lou" through Zora, indicating that Marion Davis 
had agreed to work for the MGB. 

Regarding Marion Davis, the Bureau references have been reviewed and two 
individuals have been noted who could possibly be the person we are seeking to identify. 
However, in view of the lack of information regarding this woman we will probably have 
to connect her with one of the other two women before we can make a positive identifi- 
cation. The Bureau file references did reveal the following: 


A Marion Park Davis, in a period from May 26, 1944, to December 20, 1944, 
was, according to a technical surveillance on the Argentine Embassy, in contact on a 
number of occasions with two employees of the Embassy , one Ernesto Uriburu and one 
Escobar. -The technical surveillance reflected that Marion Park Davis was employed by 
the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. She was associating socially with these 
two men and canceled an engagement with Escobar on June 15, 1944, Tor the following 
evening because her husband was expected to return to Washingt on -Hr i b uru-

Arze at that time was in New York City recuperating from a gun shot wound he had 
received in Bolivia and was in contact with prominent members of the Communist 
Party, USA, including Earl Browder. Marion. Davis at the time of this contact 
informed Arze that one Roberto had left’ Mexico on December 8, 1944, for the 
International Labor Conference which was to be held at Cali, Colombia, on December 10, 
1944. 


According to information from the technical surveillance, this Marion 
Davis later obtained a position as a clerk with the Office of the Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs in Washington, D. C. On January 8, 1945, she again conferred 
with Arze and told him that she had just received a telegram and was to leave for 
Washington the following day. Arze desired to see her before she left as he wanted 
to discuss “some matters of Warren." This probably referred to Avra Warren,' who 
according to an article in the December 31, 1944, newspaper "PM" was the "new Head 
of the Office of American Republics Affairs," and reportedly. had written a report on 
Bolivia which was the basis for the Ui S. recognition of the Villaroal Government in

that the telegram received by Marion Davis was from Thomas Klechek, Director of the 
Division of the Personnel of the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs ’in Washington. 
This telegram notified Miss Davis that her application as a clerk in the Office of the 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs had been approved. The telegram instructed Miss 
Davis to report. to room 7719, Department of Commerce Building, 14th and E Streets, N.W., 
Washington, D. C.

A mail cover on Enrique De Lozada, who was a contact of Arze and who 
resided at Pendle Hill, Wallingford, Pennsylvania, reflected that he received a letter 
on May 25, 1945, addressed to Mr. Antonio De Lozada from one Marion Davis, 9609 66th 
Avenue, Forest Hills, Long Island, New York. 

We have also conducted considerable investigation of one Marian Rubins 
Davis and her husband, Horace B. Davis, who are contacts of Mary Jane Keeney. However, 
this Marian Rubins Davis was not employed by the Government and left with her husband 
from Cumberland, Maryland, in June, 1944, to reside in Illinois. She and her husband 
are both active in the Communist Party, USA. Their present address is in Kansas City, 
Missouri.

The appropriate records of the Office of the Coordinator of Inter-American 
Affairs should be examined to determine the background of Marion Park Davis and the 
Marion Davis Y/ho was hired in January, 1945 * The background information available 
regarding these two women should be carefully examined in order to determine if they 
are acquainted with Judith Coplon or with a woman associate of Judith Coplon, who, 
you will realize, might be Zora. 

A memorandum is being directed to you in the Sovme Case submitting to you 
the complete text of the available material regarding these women. All leads in this 
case must be expeditiously handled and the Bureau promptlyladvised of all developments.

At 3:30 P. M., on January 7, 19U9, the writer telephonically 
furnished SAC BOARDMAN of the Philadelphia Office the background of the 
captioned case and the Sovme Case together with a physical description 
of COPLON. I advised him that through the tech, we have received advice 
that COPLON plans to go to Philadelphia for the weekend and informed him 
that we had no further details as to when she intends to 'leave for 
Philadelphia or the persons she intends contacting there. I advised him 
that the Bureau considers this case of paramount importance 'and has cautioned 
the WFO to conduct the investigation with utmost discretion. I informed him 
that the Bureau had instructed that the purpose of the investigation was to 
determine whether COPLON is now engaged as an agent of the M.G.B. and to 
determine her activities and contacts. 


I .advised him that the information so far indicates that as of 
December 19hli, the Soviets had considerable information concerning COPLON 
and advised him that she holds a position of importance in the Department 
of Justice. 


I advised him that if COPLON goes to Philadelphia, she Trill be 
surveilled enroute by Agents MENDENHALL and BUCHHOLZ, and furnished him 
a physical description of these two Agents. I advised him that the 
Philadelphia Office would be telephonically advised as soon as it is 
determined that COPLON is going to Philadelphia.

This is to advise that on Friday, January 7, 19l*9, the subject in 
company with HAROLD P. SHAPIRO, an attorney in the Department of Justice, were 
surveilled to Baltimore, Maryland, on the evening of January 7, 19l*9, by Special 
Agents CARL W. BUOHHOLZ, COURTLAND J. JONES, THOMS A. .MENDENHALL, and the writer. 

SHAPIRO and COPLON, upon their arrival in Baltimore, parked in the 
vicinity of the Southern Hotel and immediately entered the Rainbow' Room of this 
hotel. At approximately U:1*S> P. M., Mr. HARRI J. KIRBI, acting manager of the 
Southern Hotel, made available to SA JONES and the writer, a registration card 
for Mr. and Mrs; H. P. SHAPIRO, 122 Burnside -Avenue, East Hartford, Connecticut. 
They were assigned rocm #1*12, which carried the rate of §8.50 per day. They 
were registered by Cleric C. H. CONNORS, R6om Clerk Account #3 1*1*2, Registration 
Card #G-1*161*0, dated January 7, 19l*9. 

SHAPIRO'S car, which was a 191*6 Black Plymouth bearing Connecticut 
License BP-280, was driven to the Downtown Garage by an attendant. His 
parking tag was number 11167. 


Immediately upon ascertaining the above facts, the agents 'went to the 
Baltimore Division whereupon the writer telephonically advised Supervisor K. T. 
DELAVIGNE of the developments. The Philadelphia Division was then advised that 
the subject was apparently remaining in Baltimore that night and -would not be 
going on to Philadelphia.

Special Agent DONALD V. WIER, who was the agent on duty in the Baltimore 
Division, was first referred to previous correspondence in the office concerning e 
the "SOVME" case.
